The aver- 
age of $1807 shows a substantial 
increase over last year’s record- 
breaking All-Canadian Sale which 
was $1257 but did not quite equal 
the $1925 average of the Mount 
Victoria Dispersal. In comparison 
with Holstein sales of recent years 
in the U. S., this average does not, 
of course, equal the $2058 mark set 
by the Blue Ribbon Sale at Wau- 
kesha last year and is just nosed out 
by the $1835 mark of the Dunloggin 
Dispersal in 1943. 

The 44 buyers at this sale came 
from five Canadian provinces, seven 
states of the U. S. A. and from Old 
Mexico 

The famous Glenafton Herd of 
J. J. E. MeCague at Alliston, Ont. 
set a new high in Canadian sales for 
both females and males. The top 
female was Glenafton Laurel 
Brownie, selling at $17,600 to Cash- 
man Farms, Hopewell Junction, N. 
Y. after a stirring bidding battle 
with Glenn L. Bancroft, Flint, Mich. 
and Otco Farms, Strongsville, Ohio, 
who finished the race in that order 
behind Mr. Cashman. This beauti- 
ful Marksman daughter from a great 
producing 4% Excellent dam, had 
completed a 641-lb 3X record as a 
Junior 2-yr-old with 4.32% test and 
Was just ready to calve again with 
second calf by Abegweit Showdown. 
She had made up a truly marvelous 


udder and looked like the proverb- 
ial million dollars. 

A new high for bulls in Canadian 
Sales was set by Glenafton Rag Apple 
Historian, only a baby, still under 
three months old at time of sale, 


brought $14,500. He goes to 
ownership of Hays Ltd., 
Alberta and H. J. McFar- 
land, Picton, Ont. This is the top 
bull price for Canadian Public 
Sales regardless of age; and in the 
United States this figure has not 
been reached for so young a bull of 
our breed since the St. Paul Na- 
tional in 1920, when two months old 
Aleartra King Sylvia went for $50,- 
000. An unusually beautiful and 
promising youngster, he is a son of 
the world’s champion **Patsy,’’ 
1163-lb senior 4-yr-old daughter of 
Raymondale Ideal Successor, sired 
by Abegweit Showdown, Jack Mc- 
Cague’s great son of the world’s 
champion Abegweit Milady. 

Another new mark for Canada 
was set when C. J. Gerswell, Beeton, 
Ont. sold his two-year-old daughter 
of Marksman for $5,500, a new Can- 
adian mark for heifers not yet in 
milk. The buyer was Glenn L. Ban- 
croft, who also owns the dam of this 
heifer, Soo Rag Apple Princess, and 
considers her one of the greatest 
cows in the choice foundation for 
the herd he has been building ever 
since his dispersal. Other purchases 
by Mr. Bancroft at this sale in- 
cluded the great Hays show cow, 
Tuxedo Rag Apple Nettie, at $2,400; 
Nettie’s month-old daughter, Sweet 
September, at $650; a yearling 
daughter of Emperor of Mount Vic- 
toria from G. E. D. Greene at $1,000 
and a toppy bred’ two-year-old 
heifer from Geo. M. Wood at $850. 

Another five-figure price in this 
sale was the $10,050 paid by W. A. 
S. Ayerst, Ovmstown, Quebec for 
Eglantiers Rag Apple General, the 
yearling son of Ajax from Montvic 
Meg Empress, the 1029-lb 4-yr-old 
daughter of Emperor of Mount Vic- 
toria from Montvie Rag Apple Meg, 
consigned by his breeder, H. L. Guil- 
bert, Vercheres, Quebec. Five or six 
bidders were on this great young 
bull past the $6,000 mark and then 
the competition narrowed. Walter 
Eickele of Mooie Bell Farm, Three 
Bridges, N. J. went to $10,000 on 
him but stopped when Mr. Ayerst 
added another $50 bid. Later Mr. 
Eickle bought Tom Dent’s 841-lb son 
of Sovereign for $3,700 and the

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Taxing Sales of Purebred Cattle 
Statement of the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 


IN SUPPORT OF ITS REQUEST THAT THE NEW INCOME 
TAX ACT PROVIDE THAT SALES OF PUREBRED DAIRY 
CATTLE AND THEIR PROGENY FOR BREEDING PUR- 
POSES SHALL BE REGARDED AS SALES OF CAPITAL 
ASSETS AND SUBJECT TO THE BENEFITS OF 117 (j) OF 
THE PRESENT ACT, EVEN THOUGH SUCH SALES DO 
NOT “EFFECT A REDUCTION IN THE SELLER’S BREED- 
ING HERD” AS NOW REQUIRED BY INCOME TAX UNIT 
RULING NO. 3712 


FOREWORD 

The following Statement is for infor- 
mational purposes and sets forth the 
position of The Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association in its request for a modifica- 
tion of the Income Tax Law. The State- 
ment comprises (1) a reference to the 
present law, i. e., the Revenue Act of 
1942 and the interpretations given it by 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, and (2) 
the change desired, viz., the doing away 
with the present requirement that in 
order to obtain the advantage of the 25% 
tax limitation on the net gain realized 
from the sale of the breeder’s capital 
assets, to wit, purebred animals for 
breeding purposes, such sale must reduce 
the size of the seller’s herd. The change 
requested is that all sales of purebred 
animals for breeding purposes, whether 
such sales reduce the size of the herd or 
not, should be regarded as sales of cap- 
ital assets entitling the seller to the 25% 
limitation above referred to, provided, 
of course, such assets have been held for 
over six months. 


A. THE PRESENT LAW 
1. The Revenue Act of 1942 

Section 117(j) of the Revenue Act 
of 1942 made gains on the sale of 
capital assets used in the trade or 
business and held for more than six 
months taxable at a lower rate than 
gains on the sale of property held by 
the taxpayer primarily for sale to 
customers in the ordinary course of 
his trade or business. This was ac- 
complished by limiting the tax on the 
sale of capital assets to 25% of the 
net gain, whereas on sales made in 
the ordinary course of business the 
entire net gain is taxable as ordin- 
ary income. 

2. Interpretations of the Act 

(a) I. T. (Income Tax) Unit Rul- 
ing 3666, issued June 1944. 

This ruling held that 


“Livestock used for draft, breed- 
ing, or dairy purposes, irrespective 
of whether such livestock was raised 
or otherwise acquired, is properly 
used in the trade or business * * 
within the meaning of Section 117 
(j) of the International Revenue 
Code, provided it is held for more 
than six months.” 


Under this ruling the breeders of 
purebred dairy cattle regarded all 
sales of cattle sold for breeding pur-

poses as sales of capital assets carry- 
ing the lower tax burden and only 
those animals which were culls and 
sold for slaughter were regarded as 
property sold in the ordinary course 
of business. Thus, the offspring or 
progeny of purebred dairy cattle sold 
for seed stock purposes was con- 
sidered by the breeders as sales of 
capital assets and subject to the 25% 
limitation. 

(b) I. T. (Income Tax) Unit Rul- 
ing 3712, issued February 1945. 

In February 1945, however, the 


Bureau of Internal Revenue issued 
Income Tax Unit Ruling 3712. This 
ruling recognized ‘the’ breeding 


herd” as capital assets but held that 


“The offspring of the breeding 
herd are ‘property held by the taz- 
payer primarily for sale to custom- 
ers in the ordinary course of his 
trade or business’ and therefore are 
not subject to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 117 (j) of the Code”, 


unless their sale reduced the size of 
the breeding herd. 
In other words, under this regu- 


lation, even though purebred dairy 
cattle were sold for breeding pur- 
poses, unless their sale reduced 


the size of the seller’s regular breed- 
ing herd, the sale was not regarded 
the Government as a sale of capital 
assets nor the seller entitled to the 
25% limitation. On the other hand, 
it*was regarded as a sale in the ord- 
inary course of business with the en- 
tire gain taxable as ordinary in- 
come. The Bureau recognized that 
immature animals retained for 
breeding purposes were a part of the 
breeding herd, but held that sales of 
such animals not reducing the size 
of the herd, were sales in the normal 
or ordinary course of business and 
mot sales of capital assets. The un- 
derlying theory seemed to be that 
the breeding herd at its established 
normal size was a capital asset, but 
that sales of the offspring or pro- 
geny of the herd, even though sold 
for breeding purposes, were not sales 
of capital assets unless they reduced 
the size of the herd itself. Thus, a 
dispersal sale would be a sale of 
capital assets, but sales of such off- 
spring of the herd as are not ab- 
sorbed into the herd itself and which 
are sold because the maximum sus- 
taining capacity of the particular 
farm has been reached, are not re- 


garded as sales of capital assets but 

as sales in the ordinary course of 

business, the proceeds of which are 

ordinary income and taxable as such. 

B. THE CHANGE NOW DESIRED 
IN THE LAW 

The change now desired in the law 
is to do away with the require. 
ment that the sale of purebred anij- 
mals for breeding purposes must re- 
duce the size of the herd in order to 
entitle the breeder or dairyman to 
the 25% tax limitation. 

There are good reasons why this 
change should be made and why 
breeders and dairymen the country 
over are entitled to it. These reagons 
are based on the benefits which wil] 
come to the country as a whole if 
the present percentage of purebred 
dairy cattle is increased, as it will be, 
by the encouragement given to the 
breeding and greater use of pure- 
bred animals to be brought about by 
the proposed change. 

From statistics compiled and pub- 
lished by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the present 
dairy cow population of the United 
States is between 25,000,000 and 
26,000,000 animals. Onlay about 5% 
of these, however, are purebred. 
Yet these statistics show that the 
average per cow production of milk 
and butterfat of the dairy cattle the 
country over is less than one-half of 
the average production of the pure- 
bred cow. These statistics (Agri- 
cultural Statistics 1944, Table 450, 
Milk and Butter Production) show 
that in the United States the average 
cow, including both purebreds and 
non-purebreds, produced 4,604 
pounds of milk per year with 3.97% 
butterfat, while the average pure- 
bred cow (according to ‘‘Dairy Cat- 
tle Breeds,’”’ Farmers Bulletin 1443, 
Table 2, Page 3, Figures from Herd 
Improvement Test) averaged 9,420 
pounds milk per year with 4.0% but- 
terfat test. This shows that the 
average milk and butterfat produc- 
tion of the purebred dairy cow is 
more than twice that of the general 
average for dairy cows the country 
over. This is a unanswerable argu- 
ment in favor of the purebred ani- 
mal from the standpoint of the pro- 
duction of milk, one of the princi- 
pal essential articles of human food. 
Any provision of law, therefore, 
which will encourage the increased 
use of purebreds with their much 
greater productive efficiency will be 
in the interest of national economy 
and of advantage to the country 4 
a whole. The present law taxing, a8 
it does, the net gain from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of purebred ani- 
mals, even though sold for breeding 
purposes, as ordinary income and at 
the higher rate, tends to discourage 
the dissemination of purebreds 48 
seed stock and therefore, to curtail 
the desirable trend from non-pure 
bred to purebred dairy animals.

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Third Quarter Sales Up 


At the end of the third quarter of 1945 we have re- 
ports on sales of 6563 registered Holsteins at auction, 
selling for $2,252,553. — over 2%4 million dollars. This 
is an average of $343.22. The comparable figures for 
1944 were 7074 head selling at an average of $325.14. 
A few additional scattering reports are expected, which 
will bring the total number close to last year’s figures, 
and should leave the average still slightly higher this 
year. 

The third quarter sales average of $325.29 for 1763 
head, compares with $265.90 for 1881 head in the sum- 
mer quarter of 1944, The fourth quarter is starting off 
in good shape. 


All-Canadian Sale 
The All-Canadian Sale, held October 31 and reported 
in detail elsewhere in this issue made considerable Hol- 


stein history. We congratulate the breeders of Canada 
on this very successful event. The average of $1807, 
was the highest consignment sale figure ever reached 
in Canada, The Blue Ribbon Sale of 1944, exceeded it 
with its $2058 figure, but with that one exception it rates 
above any consignment sale in our breed since the St. 
Paul National in 1920. The offerings were well-bred, 


well-presented and well-sold. 


Taxing Purebred Sales 

The Purebred Dairy Cattle Association is performing 
a worthwhile service in its efforts to secure tax relief 
for purebred breeders. The statement appearing in this 
issue is a logical presentation of the case. 

The present interpretations provide fair tax relief to 
breeders holding dispersal sales, but they do not meet 
the situation at all with respect to ordinary marketing of 
pure bred animals. Extending such tax relief to all sales 
of purebred breeding stock is a logical and sound method 
to encourage further improvement of our dairy herds. 

We suggest that breeders familiarize themselves with 
these arguments and present them to their own con- 
gressman as they have opportunity before the new tax 
bill comes up for consideration next year. 


Board to Meet Dec. 7-8 


The annual budget meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, will be 
held December 7 and 8 at Buffalo, N. Y. Considerable 
difficulty was experienced in getting hotel accommoda- 
tions at Chicago and Cleveland, where these meetings 


are customarily held Room finally was secured at. the 
Buffalo Athletic Club. 
The Board will receive some very favorable reports 


on earnings. Applications for registry and transfer will 
be up about 5% from the very busy year of 1944. Cash 
and reserve will perhaps be around three-quarters of a 
million dollars. 

The office, handicapped by inability to purchase addi- 
tional typewriters and other office machines and equip- 
ment, as well as getting enough new clerks and finding 
room for them to work, has a backlog of about 5 months 
work on hand. Means of improving service will undoubt- 
edly be high on the agenda. 


Dairymen Will Pay the Bill 

A threatened strike of processing and pasteurizing 
employes of 21 New York city milk distributors has been 
settled by arbitration. The basis of compromise was to 
grant the demaind of the union for a 40-hour week with 
the same pay as previously received for a 48-hour week. 

No sooner was that settled than drivers and delivery 
men threatened to strike unless daily milk delivering 
schedules are promptly resumed. They claim this would 
make work for 1800 to 2000 men returning from the 
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services. Studies had shown that every-other-day deliy. 
ery, a war measure, had resulted in a saving of 1.3 cents 
per quart in costs of home deliveries, with about $3.99 
per week extra pay for the smaller number of men re. 
quired to do the job. Government restrictions were re- 
moved November 1, and the milk companies desired to 
continue the practice. All of these measures are of 
direct interest to milk producers in this market, as they 
will eventually pay the bill. 


Why Continue Butter Rationing? 

With 100 million pounds of butter turned back into 
civilian consumption channels by government agencies, 
we cannot understand the reason for continuance of ra- 
tioning. Even though points have been lowered, it is 
still at least an annoyance to consumers, and a retarding 
factor in the market. The release of these government 
and Army supplies brings the amount of butter immedi- 
ately available practically up to pre-war consumption. 
Under rationing, actual consumption has been not much 
over half the pre-war rate. 

At best consumption will not overnight reach pre-war 
levels, The change back to butter will also be retarded 
in some degree by the ending of the 5-cent price roll- 
back, under which Federal subsidies paid that much of 
the Nation’s butter bill. 


The Cover 


One of the most phenomenal examples of longevity 
with high production to an advanced age is Pear] Clover 
Lawn 3d 1216507, our cover subject this time.

All told she is officially credited with six Herd Test 
and two Advanced Registry records, with an official life- 
time production, according to word just received from the 
AR office, of 146,585.4 lbs. milk, 4.26%, 6,246.4 Ibs. 
fat; and her owner reports that she has two other lacta- 
tion records not officially reported that give her an aver- 
age of 755 lbs. fat with 4.3% test for the ten lactations.

W ITH this issue you will notice a change in the signature cut used 

on the Willow Springs Ranch page. The reason for this change 
is: We now have Willow Springs as a prefix and have discontinued using 
Redrox. The prefix name will, from now on, be the same as the ranch 
name. 


Along with this change we would like to discuss with you the pro- 
gram being followed in our herd. First, we believe in close breeding to 
give more uniformity, provided only those families that will stand in- 
breeding are used. It has been our observation that inbred or intense 
bred sires more nearly transmit those characteristics we want, but only 
through careful selection and by using families that have proven their 
ability to withstand intensification. 


Now we believe and have observed that great herds are maintained 
by the use of such sires on inbred cow families. We are certain that from 
such families sires can be selected with far more assurance of knowing 
what will result. We are also certain that inbred families can be crossed 
with other inbred families and therein lies the reason for the statement 
at the bottom of this page which savs, “FIXED BY INBRED FAMILIES”. 
We, at Willow Springs Ranch, will not use a bull over a long period of 
time until he can prove he can stand close breeding. For example: 
Crescent Beauty Admiral, one of our main herd sires, was mated to his 
seven-eighths sister to produce Crescent Beauty Admiral Lass, an out- 
standing heifer. She was then mated back to her own sire and the result 
of the mating was a beautiful pair of heifer calves. Yes, that is right, we 
got twins from it. Visitors at the ranch frequently select the twins as the 
outstanding heifers they have seen. We know these families can be bred 
that way because we have watched them for twenty years. A word of 
caution: Inbreeding, without the use of proven families, can be disas- 
trous. So in summing up briefly our program on inbreeding, it is this: 
It is the surest, safest way to make progress in developing uniformity 
and the right kind of cattle, but it can develop uniformly the wrong kind 
of cattle if the background is not one that can stand such close mating. 
We invite you to study the results through our page in the World or 
better yet, come to Willow Springs and see what we are doing.

It is evident that the selections of 
foundation stock have been made 
with a strict eye for good udders and 
for practical dairy quality.

Some 
good records will be reported from 
this herd from time to time.

SOUND ADVICE 
Prediction that farmers will pe 
headed for disaster if price controls 
are relaxed now was sounded by as- 
sociations of land grant colleges ang 
universities in a recent pamphlet. 
“Farm people have an enormous 
stake in successful control of infla- 
tion,’’ the postwar policy committee 
of the association declared. ‘“Ryp- 
away price situation while the pres- 
sure for civilian goods and services 
continues during the early postwar 
period would spell disaster for many 
farmers and their families.” Inti. 
mating that those who demand 
higher farm prices are short-sighted, 
the committee declared, “Any de- 
cided rise in prices and wage rate 
during this period would add greatly 
to farm costs ... with war at an end 
shortages of farm products are likely 
to be replaced by surpluses. If prices 
are allowed to get out of hand now, 
farm prices then may nose-dive while 
many items of farm expenses stay 
up.’ Farm prices were singled out 
for special emphasis: “A lifting of 
price controls before the danger is 
past would open the door to a specu- 
lative land boom. This would lead 
to piling up of mortgage debts 
which in many cases would be out of 


line with long-run farm earnings. 
Such a result would spell foreclos- 


ure and disaster for many farmers 
when the inevitable reaction sets in.” 

Every Holstein breeder in this 
country can well afford to weigh 
with utmost care the blunt warning 
carried in this news release. Un- 
controlled inflation in every land fol- 
lowing each war in recorded history 
has spelled hardship and heartache 
for the people on the land.

To increase the production of 
milk, meat, eggs, and other animal 
products during the war, farmers in- 
creased the number of animals and 
fed them better. The latest feed re- 
port of the Production and Market- 
ing Administration, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, shows that, for 
the country as a whole, in the feed

year 1944-1945, farmers fed about 
a third more grain to their animals 
than the average amount for the 
ten-year period from 1934 to 1943. 
The cattle and calves, hogs, and 
chickens got about 96,500,000 tons 
of feed during the war years as com- 
pared with a little less than 73,000,- 
000 tons for the ten year average. 
This increased amount of grain, of 
course, was fed to an increased num- 
ber of animals. Even so, each ani- 
mal was fed more, on the average, 


during the 1944-1945 feeding sea- 
son than in the ten-year period. 
During the feeding season just 


passed, each animal unit got a little 
more than 1,300 pounds of feed 
grains as compared with just a little 
less taan 1,100 pounds in the ten 
year period.

HERD IMPROVEMENT REGISTRY 

There are 50 new herd averages reported in this issue. Of this number 38 were tested in classification 2X, 9 in 
3X, and 3 of mixed classification. High herd is that of M. & F. Dellinger & Company, Plain City, Ohio, with the aver- 
age of 14993 pounds of milk, 3.4 per cent, and 516.7 pounds of fat on 26 cows in classification 2X. This was their 
seventh year in the Herd Test, four of which have averaged over 500 pounds of fat and 14900 pounds of milk. Every 
one of the seven years has averaged over 475 pounds of fat and 13800 pounds of milk. Missing top place by a tenth of 
a pound, A. R. Johnson, Wasco, Illinois, had an average of 14250 pounds of milk, 3.6 per cent, and 516.6 pounds of fat on 
27 cows, five in classification 3X and 22 in 2X. This herd has been in the Herd Test eight years, always with an aver- 
age over 400 pounds of fat and 11000 pounds of milk and a 3.6 per cent test or better. This is the second year that the 
herd has gone over 500 pounds of fat and 14000 pounds of milk. Another herd with a 500-pound average was that of 
Isaac H. Yates, Newtown, Pennsylvania, with an average of 14137 pounds of milk, 3.6 per cent, and 503.5 pounds of fat 
on thirteen cows, one of which was tested in classification 3X and the other twelve in 2X. This was his second year in 
the Herd Test. The year before, the herd averaged 14212 pounds of milk, 3.5 per cent, and 497.8 pounds of fat.

of purebreds on the milk producing 
farms of the country. We believe this 
to be a fair exchange and one which 
would benefit the country as a whole. 

Another potent reason for the en- 
couragement of the wider use and 
dissemination of purebred seed stock 
dairy cattle which such tax change 
would bring about, is found in the 
stimulus and encouragement which 
the raising of purebreds has upon 
the boys and girls on the farm. 
While it is of course true that be- 
cause of the years of war the aver- 
age age of our farm workers today 
(54 years) is higher than in normal 
times, yet it is a well-known fact 
that their average age was steadily 
mounting during the years before 
the war. This shows the pull of in- 
dustry and the supposed attractions 
of urban life. In any event, the boys 
and girls are leaving the farm in in- 
creasing numbers, which fact is of 
the gravest concern to the entire Na- 
tion. Anything, therefore, that tends 
to counteract this undesirable trend 
and to keep the boys and girls on the 
farm is of major importance. While 
perhaps no definite statistics are 
available (since this measuring stick 
in the nature of things cannot be a 
mathematical one), yet it is well- 
known that such organizations as 
4-H Calf Clubs, Future Farmers of 
America, the Granges, County Fairs,

etc., emphasizing, as they do, the 
raising, ownership, care and showing 
of purebred animals by the boys and 
girls on the farm, all taken together 
constitute a powerful influence in 
the shaping of their decision to re- 
main permanently on the farm. It 
is from this class that the highly im- 
portant leadership in agriculture is 
bound to come for they are the ones 
who will attend the agricultural col- 
leges where they will learn and bring 
back to the farm—whether to their 
parents’ or in time to their own—the 
better knowledge and improved 
methods of this basic and fundamen- 
tal occupation. 


The taxation of surplus seed stock 
sales on the basis of ordinary in- 
come is for these reasons a direct 
discrimination against the breeder of 
purebred dairy cattle. While this 
group makes up only a small percent- 
age of all the producers in the vast

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Because of the unquestioned im- 
provement credited to the purebred 
dairy cattle breeder in the past and 
the tremendous possibilities of con- 
tinuing contributions in the future, 
it is believed that the dairy farmers 
of the Nation are well warranted in 
asking Congress to do away with the 
limiting interpretation given by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue in In- 
come Tax Unit Ruling 3712.

NEW HERD AVERAGES 
IN OCTOBER REPORT 


There are 71 new herd averages 
reported in this letter. Of this num- 
per 53 were tested in Classification 
9X, 12 in 2x, and 6 of mixed classi- 


fication. High herd is that of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Lexington, Kentucky, with 
the average of 13540 Ibs. milk, 4.0 % : 
and 542.5 lbs. fat on 8 cows in 
Classification 2X. In six of rhe 


twelve years that this herd has been 
in the Herd Test, the herd average 
has exceeded 400 Ibs. fat. Milk 
production has averaged well over 
10,000 Ibs. every year. This year 
the herd has made the largest pro- 
guction for milk and fat, together 
with the highest test, that it has 
made throughout this long period. 

Second highest is the herd of J. F. 
Hutchinson, Gibsonburg, Ohio, with 
an average of 13328 lbs. milk, 4.9%, 
and 536.9 lbs. fat on 6 cows in 
Classification 2X. This herd has been 
in the Herd Test for seven years. 
The average has exceeded 500 Ibs. 
fat five different years and has been 
over 450 lbs every year. The aver- 
age milk production has been over 
13.000 lbs. every year, and the 
average test this year is the highest 


that the herd has made. 

In third place is Ypsilanti State 
Hospital, Ypsilanti, Michigan, with 
an average of 155225 Ibs. miik, 
3.4%, and 520.7 lbs. fat on 50 cows 
in Classification 3X. This herd has 
completed 13 years in the Herd 


Test. Twelve of those years the aver- 
age has been over 400 lbs. fat and 
12000 lbs. milk. Every year the 
average milk production has ex- 
ceeded 11,000 lbs. Both milk and 
fat production this year are the 
highest since the herd has been en- 
rolled in Herd Test. 

For the second consecutive year 

the herd of Harold J. Shaw, Sanford. 
Maine, has made a 500-lb fat aver- 
age with a test of 4%. The figures 
for this year are 12979 lbs. milk, 
4.0%, and 513 lbs fat on 45 cows. 
Of this number 38 were tested in 
Classification 3X and 7 in 2X. This 
is the fourth time that the herd has 
made a yearly average over 500 Ibs. 
fat. The Shaw herd has been in the 
Herd Test during the entire 17 
years of its organization. The aver- 
age production has exceeded 400 lbs. 
fat 15 different years. Milk produc- 
lion has never dropped below 10500 
lbs. throughout the 17-year period. 
This is the eighth straight year 
with an average test of 3.7% fat or 
better, 
' Still another herd to cross the 
900-lb. mark is that of H. B. Owen 
& Son, Homerville, Ohio, with an 
average of 14176 lbs. milk, 3.6%, 
and 509.1 lbs. fat on 15 cows in 
Classification 2X. Both years that 
this herd has been in the Herd Test 
the average has exceeded 400 Ibs. 
fat and 11600 Ibs. milk, with a test 
of 3.6%.

MASTITIS RESISTANCE MAY BE 
INHERITED 

In a study of the existence of mas- 
titis in two cow families at the New 
Jersey Station, evidence was found 
to support the theory that some cows 
are more susceptible to this infec- 
tion than others. 

Under the same conditions one 
family of six cows including a dam, 
two daughters, and two granddaugh- 
ters were infected 39.3 per cent of 
the milking time. On the other 
hand, family 247 composed of the 
dam, four daughters, and two grand- 
daughters were infected only 10 per 
cent of the milking time.

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DAIRY INDUSTRY COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDS SUPPORT (PRICE 
METHOD TO GOVERNMENT 


A price support method permitting 
milk and dairy products to find their 


natural levels but ealling for Gov- 


ernment payments to dairy farmers 
when prices fall below support lev- 
els for milk and butterfat is recom- 
mended by the Dairy Industry Com- 
mittee. 

The Federal Government is now 
faced with the problem of devising 
a scheme of executing the provisions 
of existing law requiring that most 
agricultural commodities be sup- 
ported at not less than 90 per cent 
of parity for two years following 
the official close of the war. 

These provisions may be affected 
by a number of methods, including 
fixed prices, Government purchase 
or loan, a two-price export system, 
production control, surplus disposal 
to low income groups and compensa- 
tory payments to producers. 

The Dairy Industry Committee, 
representing American Butter 
Institute, National Cheese Institute 
American Dry Milk Institute, Evap- 
orated Milk Association, Interna- 
tional Association of Ice Cream 
Manufacturers, International Asso- 
ciation of Milk Dealers, and Dairy 
Industries Supply Association, has 
made an intensive study of alterna- 
tive methods of supporting farm 
prices of milk and butterfat. 

As a result, the Committee has 
concluded that the most desirable 
alternative is one similar to that 
first recommended for all agricul- 
tural products by the Committee on 
Post-war Agricultural Policy, Associ- 
ation of Land Grant Colleges, and 
later subscribed to by former Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wickard and 
War Mobilization Directors Byrnes 
and Vinson, and other groups. 

This method of price support 
would permit prices of milk and 
dairy products to find their natural 
levels in a free market and would 
involve supplementing farm income 
by Government direct payments to 
producers to the extent that free 
market prices fall below the an- 
nounced support price level of milk 
and butterfat. 

The Dairy Industry Committee has 
concluded that this method of price 
support, by compensatory payments, 
is best because it would promote the 
consumption of dairy products at a 
level to meet nutritional needs; 
would not result in surpluses 
accumulating in Government hands; 
would not interfere with normal 
business methods and would result 
in maximum returns to producers 
at a given level of support. 

The Dairy Industry Committee has 
recommended this method to Gov- 
ernment and has committed itself to 
work for its adoption. The Commit- 
tee has published its recommenda- 
ions, including an analysis of alter- 
mative methods, in a handy 8-page 
pamphlet, copies of which can be se- 
cured through the Committee office, 
Barr Building, Washington, D. C.

Accredited — Certified 
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Dean Myers Discuss Farm Problems 


The violence of readjustment in 
agricultural prices during the next 
few years will depend on the trend 
of the general price level, declared 
Dean W I. Myers of the New York 
State College of Agriculture. 

Outlining what farmers may ex- 
pect, Dean Myers offered a postwar 
agricultural program calling for in- 
creased efficiency in farm produc- 
tion, support of sound cooperatives 
and avoidance of debt. 


Addressing the 26th annual meet- 
ing of the Dairymen’s League Coop- 
erative Association, Dean Myers re- 
ferred to the government’s price 
support program and said there is 
danger of carrying such a program 
too far, considering the long time in- 
terests of farmers. 

“Experience of the ’30’s proved 
that production control of individ- 
ual farm products is not a solution 
for a too low level of farm prices 
and income,” said Dean Myers. “‘Any 
program to raise total income by re- 
ducing production is bound to fail 
because size of crops and price tend 
to be compensating. An _ orderly 
transition from war prices and pro- 
duction to peacetime levels is desir- 
able. It is probably better for farm- 
ers and the nation to taper off sup- 
port prices and to end them soon.”’ 

Stating that employment and pro- 
duction in cities are important fac- 
tors in the prosperity of northeast 
dairymen, Dean Myers reminded that 
good farm incomes contribute to em- 
ployment in cities through demand 
for goods and services, and added; 

“Both tie together; we cannot 
stabilize one part of our economy 
substantially higher than the rest. 
Farm incomes will not be maintained 
at a favorable level unless national 
income is substantially above pre- 
war.” 

National policies to stabilize the 
general price level and to maintain 
high levels of productive employ- 
ment are of first importance to 
northeastern agriculture, as well as 
the nation; he said. 

“There is danger of appearing to 
promise too much,” said Dean Myers 
referring to the full employment 
bill now before Congress. 

“Government jobs for all unem- 
ployed is fantastic; only private 
enterprise can provide high levels of 
productive employment in a free 
economy. Primary responsibility of 
the government is to establish and 
coordinate policies to encourage pri- 
vate enterprise to provide jobs.” 

Declaring that agricultural lead- 
ership is important to help get the 
rest of the economy moving toward 
stabilization of prices and employ- 
ment at favorable levels, Dean 
Myers called for: 

Removal of excess profits taxes 
and double taxation of private en- 
terprises that provide jobs; mone- 
tary and credit policies to avoid both 
deflation and inflation, and well 
planned programs of federal, state 
and local government useful public 
works to even out fluctuations in the 
construction industry. 
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In order to maintain farm incomes 
with high wages and lower Prices, 
said Dean Myers, it will be necessary 
to increase output per man by 
greater use of power and machinery, 
and careful management and plan- 
ning to minimize unproductive effort 
while maintaining high yields. 

“We should support sound coop- 
eratives to help solve problems of 
marketing and production,” he ¢cop- 
tinued. ‘‘They are the best hope of 
reducing marketing costs. 

“Ability of family farms to com- 
pete and to continue as the dominant 
force in agriculture depends largely 
on publicly supported agricultural] 
research, free public education and 
cooperative businesses to give equal- 
ity of opportunity with corporations 
to family farms in marketing and 
purchasing. 

“Farmers should keep debts at a 
safe level and build financial re. 
serves in government bonds. This is 
not a good time to start farming for 
those who‘must go heavily in debt.” 

To make _ farming attractive 
enough to keep an adequate number 
of the ablest young people on the 
farms for food production, we need, 
said Dean Myers; 

“To modernize farm homes and 
improve other buildings, use land 
wisely, and have public programs 
that will give farm people educa- 
tional, health and recreational fa- 
cilities comparable to the cities.” 





RESEARCH REVEALS NEW CON- 
CEPT ABOUT BUTTER 

Two years’ study of the fatty acids 
of butter at the University of Roch- 
ester have already revealed interest- 
ing and vital information concerning 
butterfat. This research is entering 
its third year under the direction of 
Dr. W. R. Bloor, a renowned author- 
ity on the chemistry of fats. It is 
financed by the American Dairy As- 
sociation, through the supervision 
of ‘the National Dairy Council, as 
one phase of the correlated research 
program of the dairy industry. The 
project is designed to reveal clear- 
cut information on the chemical com- 
position and nutritional importance 
of the fatty acids of butter. 

These fatty acids were first ex- 
tracted from butterfat and purified. 
They were then separated into one 
volatile, two liquid, and two solid 
fractions. Each of the resulting five 
fractions was mixed with a basal ra- 
tion of whole wheat flour, non-fat 
dry milk solids, and salt. These five 
diets were fed to rats, and the effects 
on growth were compared with those 
observed when a diet containing 
whole butter was fed. Since the vita- 
min A was destroyed in the process 
of fractionating the butter, raw car- 
rot was fed, as a dairy source of caro- 
tene (pro vitamin A) to the animals 
receiving the fatty acid diet. A sup- 
plement of vitamin D was given to 
all the animals. The animals had 
free access to the food and careful 
records of food consumption were 
kept.

PUREBRED LIVESTOCK IMPORTS 

Because animals of pure breeding 
are allowed entrance to U. S. ports 
duty free under the law of 1930, a 
survey of the imports made to this 
country in 1944-45 fiscal year is 
given, as recorded by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, USDA. 


Of 22,331 purebred animals im- 
ported during the year ending last 
June 30, all but 199 came from Can- 
ada. The longest distance traveled 
by any foreign consignment was 72 
sheep from New Zealand. The total 
imports included 41 horses of 7 
breeds, 18,404 cattle of 10 breeds, 
2,915 sheep of 13. breeds, 325 
swine of 3 breeds, 572 purebred 
dogs and 2 goats. This represents a 
decline of 8% compared with the 
imports of the year before. By spe- 
cies and breeds the list of recent 
imports are:

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WHY COLOR OF BUTTER IS 
STANDARDIZED 

All butter made from cows milk 
js naturally yellow. The shade of 
color rests with nature. The breed 
of cows, the feed they eat and the 
period of lactation (the period of 
milk flow following calving all in- 
fluence the shade of color. The color 
is fixed. It can not be removed with- 
out damaging the nutritive qualities. 

Natural color ranges from a light 
canary yellow to a full deep yellow. 
The shade varies so gradual it is 
possible to place a dozen or more 
samples in a row, each sample hav- 
ing a different shade of yellow, and 
to the untrained observer the color 
would appear uniform. However, if a 
sample from each end is placed side 
py side the observer would be as- 
tonished at the difference in shade. 

Butter moves from rural areas to 
eities and from city to city. New 
York, Chicago, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles are chief points of con- 
centration. It is a national commod- 
ity. It is shipped in bulk. Butter 
from every important dairy state in 
the United States may be found in 
any major concentration point. Con- 
sequently if the color was not 
standardized at the creameries it 
would be impossible to package it in 
consumer packages at the concentra- 
tion points without getting several 


different shades of yellow in the 
same package. 
Conversion of bulk butter into 


packaged butter is done with mod- 
ern butter ‘‘printing’’ machine. A 
“print” is a quarter or a pound of 
butter. Bulk butter going into the 
machines comes out ‘“‘printed’’ into 
quarters or pounds wrapped in 
parchment paper. Naturally, there- 
fore, the bulk butter going into the 
machines must be uniform shade of 
color to prevent several shades ap- 
pearing in the final consumer pack- 
age. Consumers demand solid 
shades of color in the butter; they 
object to butter streaked with sev- 
eral shades. 

Feed, Breed and Lactation Period 

Green grasses and yellow tuberous 
roots produce milk fat of a deeper 
shade of yellow than does dry grass, 
hay or grain. During most of the 
year green feeds are available and 
milk fat has a deep yellow color. The 
shade of yellow diminishes as the 
season advances. Feed is by far the 
most important factor affecting the 
color in milk fat. 

All cows do not make uniform use 
of the feed they eat. Some breeds, 
such as the Channel Island breeds 
produce milk fat with deeper shades 
of yellow than do other breeds even 
when fed the same kind of feed. 

The period of lactation begins im- 
mediately after calving. The milk 
fat at this stage is a deeper yellow 
Which gradually diminishes as the 
lactation period advances. It may 
be of interest here to note something 


of general knowledge but seldom 
put into words. Milk fat, each tiny 
microscopic globule intricately com- 
prising « number of different deli- 
cate fats, is the only fat nature has 
Provided for all young in the ani- 
mal kingdom. 

There is a wide range of climate

feed conditions are never the same at 
one time. In some areas one breed 
of cattle may predominate and 
other breeds in other areas. Cows 
do not ‘freshen’ the same time all 
over the country. Therefore, there 
is always variations in the color of 
milk fat, but it is always yellow. 
Because color can not be even par- 
tially removed from milk fat with- 
cut damaging its nutritional quali- 
ties, the color normally found when 
cows are feeding on green feeds 
must naturally, therefore, be adopted 
as standard. In order to standardize 
the color of hutter and prevent sev- 
eral different shades of yellow ap- 


pearing in a single consumer pack- 


age a small quantity of color is 
added during churning when the 
shade of color is lighter than that 
produced by green feed.

C. N. Vickers discussed breed ac- 
tivities and outlined the findings. of 
the special Extension Committee of 
the National Association. 

The press was well represented at 
the meeting, having present George 
Angell, The Oregon Farmer; and 
Glen M. Kinghorn, The Western 
Dairy Journal. 

The highlight of the meeting was 
a talk given by S. B. Hall on his re- 
cent trip to Argentina, where he 
judged the National Dairy Show. 
“Holstein cattle are the popular 
breed in Argentina,’’ said Mr. Hall. 
“The reason for this preference is 
that the owners make more profit 
with their Holsteins than with any 
other breed. Holstein beef is pre- 
ferred by the citizens of Beunos 
Aires, and in addition, the Holstein 
cow out-produces other breeds.”’

JACKSON COUNTY IOWA DAIRY 
BULL SALE 

Dairy Club members from Jackgon 
County were highly pleased with 
their first Dairy Bull Sale held in 
Maquoketa, Iowa, Tuesday, October 
16, under the auspices of the Jack. 
son County Dairy Association. Thir. 
teen purebred dairy bulls from dams 
producing 400 lbs b. f. and up, were 
sold for an average price of $177.09, 
The young sires were all serviceable 
age and represented the Holstein, 
Brown Swiss, Guernsey, and Milking 
Shorthorn breeds. 

Actual cost of each animal in- 
cluding trucking, insurance, testing, 
and interest on the loan, averaged 
$104.00. A margin of $73.00 above 
the cost was realized and went to 
the club members as payment for 
feed and care over the six months 
period. The actual feed cost during 
this period amounted to approxi- 
mately $43.00 so the average profit 
on each animal was $30.00. 

Several of the young sires were 
purchased by the parents of the par- 
ticipating club members and all were 
kept in dairy herds within the 
county. The introduction of better 
dairy herd sires to Jackson County 
was of course one of the objectives 
of the plan. The new program also 
served as a means of creating 
interest in 4H dairy club work ia 
the county; provided sales experi- 
ence as well as feeding and manage- 
ment practice to club members with 
a dairy calf without a cash expendi- 
ture; gave training in the selection 
of a good dairy sire, and furnished 
club members a cash profit for their 
work with the pull project.

GROWING DAIRY 
REPLACEMENTS 


As the result of winter feeding 
experiments to study growth re- 
sponse and pasture experiments to 
study this same problem in raising 
dairy replacements, some _ interest- 
ing conclusions have been reached: 

(1) It takes a lot of expensive 
grain to fatten a yearling heifer; 

(2) Feeding a yearling heifer all 
the good silage and hay she can con- 
sume produces good growth and 
thrifty condition, but not a fat ani- 
mal. 

(3) When these animals. are 
turned out on good pasture in the 
spring the fat yearling declines in 
weight rather rapidly for the first 
month, whereas the growthy, rough- 
age-raised yearling gains in weight 
and condition rapidly. 

(4) Good roughage plus good pas- 
ture produces the most economical 
replacements. No poor quality 


roughage is good enough for any 
dairy animal, be it heifer, cow, or 
bull.

. New Jersey Station Report 
FEEDSTUFF PRICES 66 PERCENT 
HIGHER THAN PRE-WAR 
AVERAGE 
Feedstuff prices at the beginning 
of the present feeding season, that 
is, October 1, were about 66 per- 
cent higher than they were, on an 
average, during the five-year period 
pefore the war, according to the cur- 
rent review of the feed situation in 
the Northeast by the Production and 
Marketing Administration, United 

States Department of Agriculture. 

Of the wheat millfeeds, bran is up 
about 87 percent and middlings 61 
percent. The two corn by-products 
also rose. Hominy feed was up 96 
percent and gluten feed 72 percent. 
By products of beverage and alco- 
hol production were also up, brew- 
er’s grains 68 percent, and distiller’s 
grains 45 percent. 

The oilmeals likewise were higher. 
Soybean meal advanced 77 percent 


over its prewar average price. Lin- 
seed meal advanced only 33  per- 
cent, and cottonseed about 64 per- 
cent. 


The two feeds showing the great- 
est rise are those used by poultry- 
men: alfalfa meal, which went up 
106 percent, and fishmeal, which 
rose 105 percent.—U. S. Dept. of Ag- 
riculture. 


POSTWAR FARM JOBS 

About three-fourths of the men 
in the army who intend to farm after 
the war hope to become operators. 
What chance have they? Im [Illinois 
it is estimated that new operators 
will be needed on one farm in eight 
in the next five years. Evidently jobs 
as operators will not be available 
for all who may desire them. 

Farmers will want more hired la- 
bor than they could get during the 
war. While for most men farm em- 
ployment for wages may not offer 
the opportunity they seek, for some 
it may provide a ‘‘toe-hold’” which 
will enable them later to become 
operators. What else does agricul- 
ture offer those who cannot become 
operators and who do not choose to 
become farm laborers? 

Some men will doubtless find good 
opportunities in fields related to ag- 
riculture. The large purchases IIli- 
nhois farmers intend to make will 
create many and varied opportuni- 
ues in occupations which serve the 
heeds of farmers. Men with farm 
backgrounds are especially well 
equipped to handle work in these 
fields. Thus many may find in jobs 
related to farming a profitable and 
Satisfactory way of life.—Conclus- 
lon of a survey by University of IIli- 
hois, given in Cireular 592.
